Caucuses Will Be Held Under Its Pro- 


visions This Year— Central Com- 
mittee Sends Out Circular of In- 
struction to Cba rmen of tbe County 
Committees. 
As » guide to the co'inty commit- 


tees throughout the.state in regard to 
tbe new canons law adopted by the 
last legislature tbe republican state 
central committee has Uiued a synop- 
ils compiled by tbe best legal author- 
ity. 
As there is some misunderstand- 


ing In regard to the workings of tbe 
law Tbe Gazatte publishes the circular 
la fall toe tbe beneQt of Us readers: 


Headquarters Republican State Cen- 


tral Committee, Milwaukee, July 3. 
1808— In accordance with suggestion 
made at tbe la»t mooting ot tbe state 
aentral committee that proper Irgtl 
opinion be obtained as to tbe applica- 
tion of tbe new caucus law to tbe 
holding of caucuses for the coming 
general election, outside of Milwaukee 
county, we are advised by First Assle- 
tmnt attorney General J. L. Erdsll, 
that tbe law, In general elections, out- 
filde of Milwaukee county and la tbe 
absence of a vote to adopt the rame, Is 
only applicable to Incorporated cities 
In Wisconsin, and does not apply In 
any way to c.ucnsea held In towns and 
Tillages. The caucuses In tbe towns 
•nd villages will be conducted in the 
same manner as herttofore. 


' County Committee. 


It is bia opinion that the county 


committee shall act In all general 
elec'.toni, having charge of all tbe de- 
tails thereto; and In accordance with 
this ruling tbe first duty of tbe coun- 
ty oommltteo will be to appoint three 
electors to each caucus district in each 
incorporated city In tbe county (If it 
has not already been done), who shall 
act as inspectors of the caucus, as pro- 
vided In section 5, chapter 312. laws 
of 1807, and each elector so appointed 
must, within ten days from the time 
ot his appointment, file with the coun- 
ty elerk oath or affirmation as re- 
quired by this seoUon. Tbe. county 
ommltteo may at any time prior to 
be opening of tbe caucus, remove any 
nspector so appointed and appoint 
another In bis place who shall qualify 
in like manner. In case any luspoo- 
tor shall fall to appear at the time 
fixed for opening such caucus, tbe in- 
spector or Inspectors present, shall ap- 
point aorae elector, resident ot the 
caucus district in which such caucus 
is held, in tbe place of such absent 


' 
inspector, who shall administer to 
•nob other person tbe oith provided 
for in tbls act. Tbe chairman, secre- 
tary and three Inspectors, s .all be a 
.canvassing board, who shall faithfully, 
honestly and correctly canvasi all tbe 
votes oast at tho caucus and In every 
way comply with tbe provisions of 
tbls act. 


Primary Meeting* 


The caucus low of 1807 provides for 


'preliminary meetings to ba held prior 
to tbe holding of the caucuses, the ob- 
ject of sneh meetings being to propose 
nines pf persona who may be TQ(ed 
for at the caucuses id represent the 
canonb district at tbe county conven- 
tion, or In case there is more than one 
assembly district in the county, at ibe 
assembly district convention. 


Tbe method of procedure in calling 


and holding there preliminary meet- 
ings Is aa follows: An provided In, see- 
tloa 0, chapter 813, laws of 1807, tbe 
"county committee shall Issue a call 
for preliminary meetings of republican 
electors to be held in each canons dls- 


t trlct in every Incorporated olty In tbe 
' county four days prior to tbe caucuses. 
At leaat ten days' notice shall bo 
given for the holding of aucb prellml 
nary meetings. 


Tbe chairman of the ward, or In the 


absence of suoh chairman, a caucus in 
apeotor shall open tbe 
preliminary 


meeting. After tbe election of a chair- 
man and secretary of the preliminary ' 
meeting, who by virtue of such elec- 
tion shall also act aa chairman and

in the city of Santiago. Gen. Slmfter 
estimates that there ore from 12,000 to 
15,000 men In Santiago and nearly ns 
many mors in the province outside the 
city. It Is believed thnt the delay in 
the negotiations is made necessary in 
order to secure the surrender of tiio 
outlying garrisons, some of which may 
question Toral's authority to surrender 
them without definite Instructions to 
that effect from Madrid.
